How did Illinois vote? 

WASHINGTON U.S. Rep. Dan 
Lipinski of Western Springs was the 
only House Democrat from Illinois 
to break ranks with the president 
and party in opposing a landmark 
health-care reform bill Sunday. 
Eleven other House Democrats 
from Illinois favored the historic bill 
that proponents said would extend 
health insurance to 32 million 
Americans. 

All seven House Republicans from 
Illinois were in opposition. 

Lipinski, 43, who is serving his third 
term in Congress, had pledged a 
“no” vote if the measure included 
provisions that he believes will 
provide funding for abortions. He 
did not take part in a press confer- 
ence Sunday in which the leading 
anti-abortion Democrat, Bart 
Stupak of Michigan, announced a 
compromise that allowed Stupak 
and some other abortion oppo- 
nents to sign off on the legislation.

Delivering a hard-fought victory in President 
Obama’s year-long pursuit of a national health care 
overhaul, a divided House on Sunday night narrowly 
approved legislation that both supporters and op- 
ponents call historic in its sweep. 

The House’s 219-212 vote on a Senate-passed 
bill will deliver to the president’s desk an initiative 
for which he has fought on Capitol Hill and cam- 
paigned across the country: A health care bill that 
he finally can sign. Thirty-four members of the pres- 
ident’s party joined all the House’s Republicans in 
voting against the health care bill. 

The House then approved, by a vote of 220-211, 
a package designed to reconcile differences between 
the Senate-and-House-approved bill and another 
that the House already had approved in November. 

Together, the two measures would present the 
president with a long-sought triumph for the sig- 
nature domestic agenda of his presidency, a bid to 
offer health insurance to an estimated 32 million 
Americans who are uninsured and improve the cov- 
erage of those with insurance. 

The second measure still must go to the Sen- 
ate, where leaders hope to approve it by a simple 


majority vote under a process of “budget reconcili- 
ation.” Any changes made in the Senate, however, 
would return that to the House before the president 
signs it. 

“I know this bill is complicated, but it’s also very 
simple,” said House Majority Leader Steny Hoyer 
(D-Md.) during the final debate. “Illness and in- 
firmity are universal, but we are stronger against 
them together than we are alone. ... In that shared 
strength is our nation’s strength.” 

The bill has an estimated cost of $940 billion 
over 10 years and is supported in part by additional 
taxes on the wealthiest Americans.

Need a parking 
spot? There’s 
an app for that 

Chicago has a problem. A parking problem. Meters are more expen- 
sive than lattes, and garages can fill up fast. 

Enter Nick Capizzani, a 23 -year-old Purdue University student 
from Plainfield with a solution— or at the very least, a really good 
start. 

Capizzani is the developer and brains behind Chicago Parking, a 
$1.99 iPhone app that helps locate nearby parking garages and shows 
you how much it costs to park there. And then there are the awe- 
some bonuses, such as a map that shows meter parking rates across 
the city, a timer so you don’t forget to feed the meter and a parking 
reminder so you don’t forget where you 
left your wheels. 

“I saw a need for this app because I 
wanted to create a useful app for Chicago 
to help them save money,” Capizzani 
told me in an e-mail. He explained that 
the idea was born because he and his 
girlfriend often would drive to Chicago 
and never would know where to park. He said he ended up parking 
at the closest garage, but that it usually turned out to be the most 
expensive. 

As impressive as this app is, what impressed me even more is 
Capizzani’s awareness and attention to social media and the impor- 
tance of listening to users. 

There’s a Facebook page with a discussion board for people to 
talk to each other about their parking experiences and about the 
app. Capizzani also connects with and talks to users via Twitter and 
Facebook. 

“Social networking is key for me, so everyday I try to focus on new 
ways to draw in people, he said. “The whole goal is to make a brand.” 

Capizzani says he’ll use his social-networking prowess to collect 
feedback on the app and make changes based on suggestions if they 
make sense. He’s even thinking about extending the brand beyond 
iPhone to a Facebook application or a BlackBerry version. 

In future iPhone versions of Chicago Parking, Capizzani says he 
plans to have a comment page where people can review parking 
garages and meters and share their opinions with other users and 
friends via Facebook and Twitter. 

And, Capizzani says he’s got his eye on working with garages to 
keep the data as up to date as possible. There’s a button built right 
into the app that downloads new garage data when available, so if 
rates change unexpectedly, users would know almost immediately

Flip the script

Unhappy with your day 
job? Some Chicagoans 
have found the secret to 
busting into a new career

FOR REDEYE 

Brooks Geenen does some of his best work 
under the cover of darkness. 

By day the Ravenswood resident slogs 
through 40 hours a week making lattes and 
fixing bagels at an Internet cafe in DePaul’s 
Student Center in Lincoln Park. 

But at night, he transforms into a freelance 
video editor and musician who toils at his 
craft until the wee hours of the morning. 

It’s no passing hobby Geenen, 23, has pro- 
duced several music videos for local artists 
and released a folk rock album— sacrificing 
sleep in order to do what he truly loves. 

“Working at a cafe and not contributing to 
something creative— it makes it 10 times bet- 
ter, because you have something to compare it 
to,” Geenen said. 

While many workers might be content 
with earning a regular paycheck at a job they 
don’t love, some Chicagoans are creating ca- 
reer alter egos, building parallel professional 
lives with the intention of one day making the 
leap to a job about which they are passionate. 

For Geenan, hating his day job makes him 
appreciate video production even more. 

“By doing something like that every day 
you realize it when you do have a good job,” 
he said. 

Job dissatisfaction isn’t limited to deli em- 
ployees. About 61 percent of Chicago work- 
ers ages 18 to 35 admitted daydreaming about 
better jobs while at work, according to a study 
released in January by Everest College. 

Nationally just 36 percent of people under 
age 25 are satisfied with their jobs, according 
to a survey released in January by The Con- 
ference Board, a New York-based association 
that analyzes business management and the 


economy That’s down from 56 percent in 
1987. 

Among people ages 25 to 34, only 47 per- 
cent said they are satisfied with their jobs, 
down from 60 percent in 1987. Both figures 
are new lows for the survey’s 22-year run. 

None of those figures surprises Jeff Jarmes, 
president of Everest College’s Chicago cam- 
pus in the Loop. 

‘A lot of students think they’re going to 
leave college and have these great jobs off the 
bat and it’s not happening as quick, so disap- 
pointment occurs relatively fast,” Jarmes said. 
That doesn’t necessarily mean they’re bitter. 
Although nearly half of participants in Ever- 
est’s study said their jobs were unfulfilling, 
about 74 percent also said they cared about 
the business success of their employers. 

Jeff Miller, 24, likes his job as a morning ra- 
dio producer for “DreX in the Morning” on 
KISS-FM 103.5— just much as his pre- 


ferred career as a screenwriter. 

Miller, a Columbia College graduate, said 
he knows his radio gig would be a dream job 
for many, and added he loves being part of a 
popular radio show. But the Evergreen Park 
resident said if Hollywood calls, he’s out. 

“I don’t hate it,” Miller said. “I wake up at 
4 a.m. and it sucks getting up that early— it 
sucks really bad. But when I get in the car, I’m 
excited.” 

After his shift ends around 10 a.m.. Miller 
heads home to work on the script he and a 
friend are developing for a TV show Like 
most who try to break into show business. 
Miller is writing on his own time, but he’s 
already met with two networks that have ex- 
pressed interest, he said. 

While that’s motivation for Miller to con- 
tinue sacrificing time he could be spending 
playing in the city, for others, it’s easy to end 
up feeling lost and unmotivated when a job 



that once seemed perfect doesn’t pan out, 
said Brandon Sammut, co-founder of Dream 
Job Chicago. 

Seeing an opportunity to serve workers 
whose “shotgun approach” to employment 
has left them feeling trapped, Sammut cre- 
ated this free support group that discourages 
traditional networking, which he said encom- 
passes superficial relationships between peo- 
ple who never really get to know each other. 
Instead, Sammut pushes unhappy workers to 


Finding the right job for you 

The national unemployment rate was at 9.7 percent in February, but career experts say that’s no reason to get com- 
placent with a bad job. Brandon Sammut, a professional recruiter and co-founder of Dream Job Chicago, a job search 
program that emphasizes building meaningful public relationships through resume drops and traditional networking, 
offers these four tips to finding your employment nirvana. c.b. 


□ Don’t network— build relationships

form deeper connections with smaller groups 
that include fellow job seekers and people in 
the jobs to which they aspire. 

One believer of this approach is Tess 
Waechter, 24, of Logan Square. Before discov- 
ering her true passion, Waechter spent about 
18 months toiling for a nonprofit long-term 
home for troubled youths. 

“It’s a great organization,” Waechter said. 
“It just wasn’t where my passions were or 
what I was excited about.” After talking it out 


with others in the same situation, Waechter 
realized she wanted to combine the socially 
conscious aspect of her nonprofit job with 
something in the food industry 

It sounds like an impossible combination, 
but in October, Dream Job helped Waechter 
score a volunteer role with Sweet Miss Giv- 
ing’s Bakery and Gifting, a bakery and jobs 
program that supports formerly homeless 
Chicagoans and those with HIV and AIDS. 

Waechter volunteered her time twice 


weekly in addition to her day job, and after 
three months she accepted a full-time job as 
logistics manager. 

The secret to finding career satisfaction, 
Waechter said, was daydreaming aloud. “The 
more you verbalize what your dream job is, 
the more other people will know where your 
passions are,” she said. “It helps you strength- 
en your self-awareness and makes you know 
what you want to do.”

WEST ROAD TEST 


Four major projects 
expected to stall traffic 
for foreseeable future

Drivers heading toward downtown Chicago 
from the west soon will encounter road con- 
struction everywhere they turn, and even 
where they don’t turn. 

A quadruple dose of traffic jams, lane reduc- 
tions, closed streets and zigzagging detours is 
inevitable beginning in early April, and it’s all 
building toward creating a chokepoint at a 
key gateway to the central business district. 

The worst of the congestion is expected 
on the Eisenhower Expressway which will 
be resurfaced over a 27-mile stretch; on the 
adjoining Congress Parkway involving a re- 
habilitation of the bridge over the Chicago 
River as well as a street beautification project 
extending to Michigan Avenue; and on the 
north-south portion of Wacker Drive, both 
levels of which will be demolished and rebuilt 
from Congress to Randolph Street. 

The construction dust finally will settle at 
the end of 2012. 

Never in recent memory has so much work 
been focused on the congested downtown 


CONSTRUCTION HIGHLIGHTS: 

Eisenhower Expressway 

Work is scheduled to start about April 1 to 
resurface the chronically congested Eisen- 
hower from Thorndale Avenue to the Circle 
Interchange at the entry to downtown. Work 
on the Eisenhower will begin on the west end 
of the expressway at Thorndale, but it will af- 
fect both directions simultaneously, said Jacek 
Tyszkiewicz, project implementation engineer 
with the Illinois Department of Transportation. 

Asked if he recommends that downtown- 
bound drivers traveling inbound on the 
Eisenhower cut over to the Kennedy Express- 
way and then enter the business district, 
Tyszkiewicz said: “Listen to the radio on your 
way in, then pick your poison.” 

But the best bet, officials said, is for drivers 
to consider riding mass transit during the 
Eisenhower project. Three Metra commuter 
lines operate near the 1-290 corridor to the 
Loop-the Union Pacific West, Milwaukee 
District West and Burlington Northern Santa 
Fe. The CTA’s Blue, Green and Pink Lines are 
also alternatives, as are Pace buses.

Congress Parkway bridge 

Also about April 1, at the terminus of the 
Eisenhower near the old post office building, 
one-half of the Congress Parkway bridge 
will be closed for a major rehab. All traffic, 
eastbound and westbound, will initially be 
shifted to the westbound side while crews 
renovate the eastbound side of the structur- 
ally deficient bridge built in 1956. Traffic will 
be switched to the other side in 2011 for the 
duration of the project, IDOT officials said. 

Congress Parkway streetscape 

The city will update the Congress corridor, 
from Wells Street to Michigan Avenue, to 
provide a more pedestrian- and- bicyclist- 
friendly environment, officials said. Improve- 
ments include street resurfacing, new wider 
sidewalks, bathtub planters in the median 
and at curbside, decorative high-intensity 
lighting and interconnected traffic signals to 
help traffic flow, officials said.

Chicago-based survivors 
group heading to Rome 

A day after the pope issued an apol- 
ogy to victims of sexual abuse by 
Catholic clergy in Ireland, leaders 
from a Chicago-based group for 
survivors of church sexual abuse left 
for Europe on Sunday to meet with 
victims, criticize Vatican officials and 
urge independent investigations into 
church sex crimes. “That’s why we’re 
going now.

Metra equipment 
to cost $100 million 


Metra plans to spend $ioo million to in- 
stall a high-tech system that would keep 
trains from colliding or prevent a distract- 
ed engineer from speeding through a warn- 
ing signal to slow down or stop. 

Such a safety system would have over- 
ridden the engineer’s error that caused the 
September 2005 derailment of a Metra 
train, killing two women and injuring 117 
others on Chicago’s South Side, federal of- 
ficials said. 

The technology, they say also could have 
prevented a 2008 commuter-freight train 
collision in Los Angeles that killed 25 peo- 
ple. The Metrolink commuter train’s engi- 
neer was text-messaging when he ran a red 
signal and the train collided with a freight 
train at a combined speed of more than 
80 miles per hour. 

That crash prompted Congress a month 
later to pass a law requiring large railroads 
to install the system, known as positive 


train control, or PTC, by 2015. 

PTC is a complex system of computers, 
GPS devices, radios and other communi- 
cations equipment intended to take over 
when a train is approaching another train. 

In an emergency the system also could 
override an engineer who may be distract- 
ed or otherwise miss or ignore a warning 
signal to slow down, such as when a train 
crosses a switch or a track crossover, or 
when it exceeds the speed limit. 

Metra officials said Friday that they ex- 
pect to have the system running sooner 
than 2015. 

“I think we’re ahead of the curve,” Me- 
tra Executive Director Phil Pagano said. 

Critics say however, that rail lines 
should have installed such systems long 
ago. The National Transportation Safety 
Board called for positive train control as 
far back as 1990. 

The NTSB cited the lack of such a sys-

tern in the deadly crash on Metra’s Rock 
Island line in 2005, the second such derail- 
ment on the same line. In December 2006, 
the safety agency issued an urgent recom- 
mendation to Metra to install an automat- 
ic system to warn engineers. 


Suspect in 
1994 crash 
arrested 

A man accused in the drunken-driving deaths of 
two 17-year-old girls in Poland escaped from a 
hospital there after the 1994 crash, fled his home- 
land and hid for nearly 15 years in Chicago. 

The past caught up to Andrezej Piotrowicz, 35, 
in November 2009, when U.S. marshals arrested 
him after being tipped off by Polish authorities 
who tracked him to a brick home in Chicago’s 
Belmont Heights, where he was living with his 
sister and elderly mother. 

An extradition hearing was held in January 
and a federal judge is expected to rule soon on 
Poland’s request. The ultimate decision will be 
made by the U.S. State Department. 

The arrest shocked Piotrowicz’s bosses and 
co-workers at an Elk Grove Village precision ma- 
chining firm, where he was employed for 10 years. 
He was described as a kind, talented operator who 
worked 60 -hour weeks. He speaks only Polish. 

“We’re not sure what exactly happened. It’s 
kind of a big surprise,” said Joe Sowa, manager of 
L&WTool and Screw Machine Corp. “He’s very 
hard-working, always courteous, overall just a 
very good man.” 

According to court records, Piotrowicz, 
then 20, was drunk and speeding when his car 
slammed into a tree. Two passengers, Patrycja 
Kaczmarczyk and Malgorzata Osiak, were killed. 


Muslim, Arab 
leaders reach 
out for census 

By some counts, there are about 600,000 Mus- 
lim and Arab Americans living in greater Chi- 
cago. Other estimates put the number closer to 
250,000. 

No one knows for sure, which is why on Sun- 
day, Muslim leaders encouraged Muslims in the 
Chicago area to participate in the 2010 census, so 
they can have an official count. 

“If we keep isolated, no one will know about 
us,” saidTbusifMarei, president of the Islamic and 
Arab Community Service Office in Albany Park. 
“It is time for us to let them know who we are.” 

Muslim and Arab leaders have had to quell 
concerns within the community that personal 
information relayed on the census may be used 
to track people as part of anti-terrorist measures. 

“It is not a spying instrument from the gov- 
ernment,” said Abbul Hijjawi, 76, a retired col- 
lege educator who lives on the North Side. “We 
should not fear the process, because we are not a 
threat to the country”

Massacre 

remembered 

□ JOHANNESBURG Family members of vic- 
tims raised flowers to the sky and placed 
them on gravestones Sunday as mourners 
sang songs from the anti-apartheid struggle to 
mark the 50th anniversary of a massacre that 
drew world condemnation. 

Others used the Sharpeville massacre an- 
niversary to highlight the inequalities that 
remain in the township a half century later, 
including poor delivery of electricity and run- 
ning water. 

At an early morning prayer meeting in 
Sharpeville’s Roman Catholic Church, an im- 
passioned congregation raised their voices in 
song in the stained glass dawn light. 

‘All we could see were people falling down. 
It was like a storm ... bullets tearing their 
clothes,” the Rev Mary Senkhane recalled of 
her own experience on that day 50 years ago. 

Police officers killed 69 black South Afri- 
cans in Sharpeville, where people had gath- 
ered to protest the pass books that the white 
apartheid government required them to carry 
at all times. Police shot demonstrators includ- 
ing women and children as they ran away

BAGHDAD Dr. Abbas al-Sahan’s pa- 
tient wasn’t a war victim. She didn’t 
have a scar that needed cosmetic surgery 
All she wanted was a cute nose. And she got 
it. 

Speaking after the surgery, with ban- 
dages and swelling gone, Sarah Saad Abdul- 
Hameed, 23, was ecstatic. Friends who vis- 
ited “were surprised with the change in my 
face,” she said. “They compared my nose to 
Nicole Kidman’s!” 

Even in the worst spasms of violence that 
followed the 2003 U.S.-led invasion, cos- 
metic surgery didn’t go out of style. Now, 
as the country has quieted down, nose jobs, 
Botox and liposuction are all the rage. 

Al-Sahan, one of Baghdad’s premier 
plastic surgeons, said he averages about 20 
cosmetic surgeries a week— 70 percent on 
women. During the height of the fighting, 
reconstructive surgery for the wounded 
made up the bulk of his practice, but now 
most of it is cosmetics unrelated to the war, 
he said. 

“When there’s a good security situation 
and good economic improvement of the 
country the work will grow,” he said. 

Interest in plastic surgery has blossomed 
since the fall of Saddam Hussein’s dictator- 
ship, and the end of economic sanctions 
that isolated Iraqis from the influences 
and pop culture of the outside world. Also, 
doctors who fled the violence are trickling 
back. 

But availability of cosmetic surgery is lim- 
ited— al-Sahan says fewer than half a dozen 
cosmetic surgeons operate in the country— 
and patients have to provide their own Bo- 
tox or silicone. 


Al-Sahan’s clinic in the upscale Mansour 
neighborhood, with its worn sofas and 
stairwell smelling of cats, hardly evokes 
“Nip/Tuck,” the American TV show about 
high-end cosmetic surgery 

The cosmetic surgeries tend to be their 


bigger earners because patients pay cash— 
around $600 for a nose job. Breast augmen- 
tation costs $1,200, and clients must import 
the silicone from abroad. Botox, injected to 
relax muscles and head off wrinkles, can be 
found in Iraqi pharmacies.

Woods faces questions 
but surrenders few details

Tiger Woods acknowledged “living a lie,” saying 
he alone was responsible for the sex scandal that 
caused his downfall and that no one in his inner 
circle was aware of his misdeeds. 

“It was all me. Fm the one who did it. Fm the 
one who acted the way I acted. No one knew what 


was going on when it was going on,” Woods told 
the Golf Channel in one of two interviews Sunday 
A second one aired on ESPN. 

“Fm sxxre if more people would have known in my 
inner circle, they would have stopped it or tried to 
put a stop to it. But I kept it all to myself,” he said. 

Answering questions on camera for the first time 
since his early-morning car crash in November, 
W^ods again provided few details about the crash, 
his marriage, his stint in a rehabilitation clinic or 
much of his private life. 


A lot of ugly things have happened. ... Fve done 
some pretty bad things in my Ufe,” he told ESPN. 

Woods also acknowledged more fully than in any 
of his previous statements that the public ridicule 
had caused him shame. 

“It was hurtful, but then again, you know what? I 
did it,” he told the Golf Channel. ‘And Fm the one 
who did those things. And looking back on it now, 
with a more clear head, I get it. I can understand 
why people would say those things. Because you 
know what? It was disgusting behavior.”
